To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Cleckheaton. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  great  pleasure  in  laying  before  you  my  second  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the  District  for 
the  year  ending  Blst  December,  1907. 

At  no  time  during  the  year  has  it  been  necessary  to  call 
your  attention  to  anything  of  a serious  nature,  very  different 
from  1906,  when  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  and  also 
a heavy  mortality  from  Infantile  Diarrhoea. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  last  few  years  has  kept  almost 
stationary,  but  this  year  is  .44  above  last. 

The  Death  Rate  this  year  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  and 
the  Infantile  Mortality  is  only  89.8,  also  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 
The  Zymotic  death  rate  is  only  .21,  a marked  difference  from 
the  previous  year,  when  it  reached  4.24.

DEATHS. — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the 
year  was  144  : of  those,  however,  1 occurred  in  the  North  Bierley 
Joint  Hospital  due  to  a Hunsworth  and  a Liversedge  patient.  I 
have  received  notification  of  the  deaths  of  2 Cleckheaton  residents 
in  the  County  Asylums  and  Infirmaries.  The  corrected  number 
therefore  becomes  144  or  a decrease  of  60  for  the  year.  Of  those 
deaths  66  were  males  and  78  females.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Birth  Rate,  which  had  remained 
practically  stationary  for  several  years,  has  this  year  increased  -44. 
The  Death  Rate  is  considerably  lower  than  last  year,  and  is  the 
lowest  ever  recorded. 


Infantile  Mortality. — The  number  of  Infantile  Deaths 
registered,  i.e.,  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  was  24,  a 
decrease  of  10.  This  equals  a percentage  of  all  deaths  of  16-52, 
a percentage  of  all  births  of  8-98,  and  a total  annual  death  rate 
of  2-64.  The  Infantile  Mortality  is  therefore  89-8,  this  being  the 
rate  per  1000  births  as  compared  with  130-7  for  last  year  and 
with  118.0  for  England  and  Wales  (lowest  ever  recorded).

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Over  one  year  and  under  five  years  of  age  the  number  of  1907 
deaths  was  11,  a decrease  of  24.  This  gives  a percentage  of  all 
deaths  of  7-63,  a percentage  of  all  births  of  4-11,  and  a total 
annual  Death  Rate  of  -85.  The  total  number  of  deaths,  there- 
fore of  children  under  5 years  of  age  was  35,  a decrease  of  35  on 
the  previous  year.  This  number  is  equal  to  a percentage  of  all 
deaths  of  24-30,  to  a percentage  of  all  births  of  13-10,  and  a total 
annual  death  rate  of  2-70,  compared  with  5-36  in  1906,  and  3-97 
in  1905.

Hospital  was  equal  to  all  requirements. 

The  Small  Pox  Hospital  fortunately  has  not  been  requisi' 
tioned,  but  it  is  kept  ready,  so  that  if  needed,  it  would  be  avail- 
able in  a few  hours. 

The  number  of  Inquests  held  during  the  year  was  4,  as 
compared  with  6 in  1906,  8 in  1905.  and  6 in  1904  ; one  case  of 
accident,  one  suicide,  and  2 from  natural  causes. 

Mortuary.— The  Mortuary  has  been  used  once  during  the 

year,  and  on  that  occasion  a post-mortem  was  carried  out, 
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Disposal  of  the  Dead. — 15  Interments  had  taken  place  in 
the  Cemetery  in  Whitechapel  Road.  Total  since  opening  of 
Cemetery,  82.

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. — The  Notifications 
of  Infectious  Diseases  received  number  50,  as  compared  with  147 
in  1906,  105  in  1905,  99  in  1904  and  125  in  1903.  Scarlatina  31, 
Diphtheria  9,  Enteric  Fever  6,  Erysipelas  4,  Puerperal  Fever  1. 
Of  these  notifications  34  occurred  in  back-to-back  houses  and  16 
in  through  houses.

House  Accommodation. — 18  new  houses  have  been  built 
and  certified  for  occupation  during  the  year.  All  are  through - 
houses. 

Bacteriological  Analyses. — -During  the  year  11  speci- 
mens were  forwarded  to  the  West  Riding  Laboratory  at 
Wakefield,  viz.  : — -Blood  for  Enteric  Fever,  3 ; Throat  Swabs  for 
Diphtheria,  7 ; Sputum  for  Tuberculosis  Bacillus,  1. 
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Water  Supply. — The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  1907. 
Bradford  Corporation  has  been  satisfactory,  and  has  never  been 
deficient  in  quantity. 

Scavenging. — This  work,  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  staff, 
has  on  the  whole  been  satisfactory. 

SEWERAGE. — Several  new  main  drains  have  been  laid  during 
the  year,  and  the  township  has  now  a very  efficient  modern 
system.  The  sewage  is  by  arrangement  treated  by  a neighbouring 
authority.  Scholes  Ward  sewage  is  satisfactory  treated  in  its 
own  area  by  irrigation,  and  that  from  Oakenshaw  by  precipitation. 

Smoke  Nuisance.— In  a manufacturing  district,  this  will 
always  be  more  or  less  with  us,  hut  there  is  room  for  a good  deal 
of  improvement  in  some  quarters.  No  smoke  observations  have 
been  taken  during  the  year. 

Destruction  of  Refuse. — The  Refuse  Destructor  continues 
to  do  good  work,  and  figures  relating  to  it  will  be  found  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  report.

and  154  for  invalids.
